Disease Decimating the Ranks 
of the British Chin-Lusai 


Expedition. 


An American Consul Talks of Hm- 
peror William and the Ger- 
man Socialists. 


The Recent Battle Between Dahomey 
Troops and the French—Further Returns

LONDON, March 3.—A dispatch from tta 
gives sickening details of the sufferings A the 
British troops engaged inthe Chin-Lusal ex- 
pedition. Notwithstanding the stringent 
orders telegraphed from the India office re- 
specting sanitary precautions, the health of 
the troops shows no material improvement. 
Of 150 borderers sent from Kars as reiuforce- 
ments, not one-half were able to reach the 
front. Of 1,000 Punjaub Coolies sent from 
Calcutta to reinforce the Chin column, 850 men 
were either dead or in hospital before the} 
Chin column had been forty-eight hours in the 
hills. It is charged that this mortality is due 
to the cruel action of the military authorities 
at Calcutta, who sent the men to the front 
without tents or covering, leaving them con- 
tinually exposed to the heavy rains. 

An inquiry has been instituted by the Mar- 
quis of Lansdowne, Viceroy of India, who 
has also sent a corps of physicians to the 
front to see whetherthe extraordinary mor- 
tality among the troops forming the Chinfleld 
force Is due merely to the malarious nature 
of the climate or to neglect of necessary pre- 
cautions on the part of the military authori- 
ties. These two causes of decimation of 
troops, sent to the front as reinforcements, are 
in no way more sickening in detail than that 
which befel several smalier bodies of men, 
numbering from 100 to 800 each, which were 
previously sent to the front. 

The main force of the expedition is now be- 
ing so rapidly reduced in numbers by disease 
that there is serious talk of recalling the ex- 
pedition and allowing the marauders to go 
unpunished until more favorable weather 
sets in. This latter event, however, would 
greatly increase the strength ofthe rebellious

Coinage System of China. 


By Telegraph to the Tosr-Disreron. 
WasnHinoeTon, D. C., March 3.—Dispatches 
from Pekin, China,announce that the Viceroy, 
Li Hung Chang, has formulated a project 
which will markanew era in the Chinese 


commercial world. He has decided to ab- 
lish a svstem of silver coinage which shall be 
uniformly throughout the Empire. The 
project is favorably viewed by the Prime Min- 
ister, Prince Chur, and has been submittedto 
the Emperor by memorial in the usual way, 
being urged by the Viceroy, the Prime Minis- 
ter and most of the influential and progressive 
men. 

A reporter called at the Chinese legation to 
inquire about the matter and was informed by 
one of the attaches, Hoshen Chee, who aleo 
acts as interpreter, that the question of a 
uniform coinage had long been under consid- 
eration and that it was a pet scheme of the 
Vieeroy, Li Hung Chang. 

lleretofore, he said, we had only a copper 
currency, 1 in value from a mill to 
about 20 cents. he government has never 
iesued paper currency, this privilege being in 
the hands of private banking houses, who 
isened notes and biils of exchange.Of gold and 
silver coin of our own we have had none, but 
gold leaf and bars of gold, as well as lamps of 
silver have been in use as measures of value. 
and when a merchant or trader desired money 
he could deposit them with private banking 
houses as caliateral and get the notes of the 
banking houses to usein business. 

At the sea ports on the coast, the English 
shilling, the Mexican dollarand the Japanese 
yen have come into general use, aud this 
more than anvthing else has suggested the 
advisability of our having a silver currency of 
our own. I think the intention is to coin 
silver up to the value of $1, and the Govern- 
Ment also intends to grant charters to certain 
banking-houses empowering them to issue 
paper currency, something on the order of 
your national bankingsystem. It will greatly 
simplify business traneactions and will be an 
aid to commerce. 


Smashing the Surplus. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 3.—The pension 
appropriation which provides for the expen- 
diture of $09,000,000 will be taken up in the 
House next Weddesdav. It is believed that 
the bill will be passed withintwo weeks. THe 


amount in tho bill makes provision only for 
the pension laws now in force and not for any 
extraordinary expenditure under this head, It 
fe understood that the Committee on Invalid 
Pensions will make a reportshortly urging 
the passage of a service pension bill, but asa it 
will involve an expense of at least $100,000,000 
doubt is expressed as to its passage. South- 
@rn and Eastern members will oppose sucha 
bill. Aprominent Repuplican, speaking of 
the antipathy of Eastern Congressmen to 
excessive pension appropriations, said that 
while there were many old soldiersin the 
East, they were, as a rule, in good circum- 
stances, financially, and therefore not partic- 
ularly clamorous for pensions. 

The Eastern members are also opposed, it Is 
said, to a disability pension bill on the ground 
that it would be unsatisfactory as well as ex- 
travagant. The passage of this bill would 
cost the government about $40,000,000. A de 

ehdent pension bill would meet with more 

avor, as it would relieve those veterans in the 

most need of assistance. The estimated cost 
of 11 bill of this character is 
estimated at $30,000,000.

JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 38.—A sensa- 
tion was created here this morning dy the an- 
nouncement that State Treasurer Ed T. No- 
land was in trouble over his accounts with the 
State and that the Board of Fund Commission- 
ers had taken charge ofthe office as provided 
by law. This rumor was occasioned by the 
announcement of a meeting of the Treasurer’s 
bondsmen Jn St. Louis Sunday, and all kinds 
of wild statements were made, some to the 
effect that there was a heavy 
defaication.

WRECKED AND BURNED. 


| THREE MEN LOSE THEIR LIVES BY A 


RAILWAY DISASTER IN OHIO. 


Two Sections ofa Train Collide and an Oil 
Tank Explodes, Setting Fire to the Cars— 
The Engineer Failed to Obey the Danger 
Signal and Stop His Train—Casualties. 


MANSFIELD, O., March 3.—The Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne & Chicago Rallroad had the worst 
freight wreck at Lakeville at 1 o’clock this 
morning it has had for vears. Three train 
men and thousands.of dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty were consumed in the fire which followed 
a run in. 

The third section of west-bound freight 
train No. 3 broke down a mile west ot Lake- 
@ille and the fourth section of the same train 
crashed into the rear end. Immediately after 
the crash atank car of gasoline in front of 
the caboose exploded and scattered the 
burn ing liquid over the debris, 
which took fire and burnea fiercely. 
On the engine, was Engineer John Cowan, 
Fireman H Galebouse and Head Brake- 
man Edward Miller. All of them receivea 
probably fatal injuries before the fire reached 
them, but when their bodies were found, the 
fire had roasted them. Fireman Gailehouse’s 
body was buried in the debris and was burned 
toacrisp. Cowan and Miller were married 
and had two children each. They lived at 
Alliance. Galehouse was unmarried and re- 
sided at Doylestown. ‘ 

The oil from two other tank cars added fuel 
tothe fire, which consumed twenty freight 
cars and the ties on about 500 feet of track. So 
intense was the fire that the steel rails were 
twisted out of shape and tbe bell 
on the buried engine was melted. The track 
was so badly damaged that freight and local 
passenger traffic was delayed about fourteen 
hours, The through passenger trains were 
sent over the Nypano via this city, Oreston 


and Orville. The cause of the wreck was the 
failure of the dead engineer to stop when 
— by a brakeman from the disabied 
train. -The supposition is that the men 
were asleep onthe engine and did not have 
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time to jump if they did waken up before the 
crash

King, the boy’s mother, a pre widow, 
sued for $5,000 as his next friend, and the case 
was submitted to juries four times. At the 
first trial the jury stood 6 to 6, atthe second

THE DIRECTORS WHO HELD THEIR SEATS 
ATTACK THE BOLTERS. 


Question of the Qualifications of Members 
te Be Settled in the Courts by Quo War- 
ranto Proceedings—Getting Even With 
President Miller ‘and His Adherentsfia 
the Board. 


Attorney Ashley ©. Clover is preparing to 
file in the Court of Appeals several applica- 
tions for writs of quo warranto against several 
members of the St. Louis Board of Pub- 
lic Schools. The fight is on, in 
earnest, now, and the two factionsof the 
School Board are going to have it out like the 
parties in a divorce suit, the plaintiff filing 
the petition and the defendant the cross bill. 
This morning Messrs. Bosley and Macklin 
went to  OCircuit-Attorney Clover and 
filed information . with him against 
Charies F. Miller, President of the 


Board, John R. Holmes, Charles W. 
Barstow, John Sheahan, John W. O'Connell, 
Patrick J. kelly, Ed. J. O'Connor and L. D. 
Dozier. The information contains charges 
against the gentlemen identical with that filed 
against William Macklin, Oscar Boliman, H. 
L. Rogers and Charies Barthoidt last Friday 
by Oireuit Attorney Clover. The charge is 
that not one of the gentiemen mentioned 
have paid a school tax for two consecutive 
years prior to their election as provided by 
the statutes they sbould do, before they 
can be considered as qualified to hold 
the position of director in the School 
Board. Mr. Bosley has not deen 
mentioned by either side, but seems to take a 
certain interest in the fight on the side of 
Messrs. Macklin, Rogers, Boliman and Bar- 
tholdt as he said when asked this morning 
about the matter that only a part of the names 
would be handed Circuit Attorney Clover to- 
men but the others would be attended to 
ater. 
HOW VACANCIES WILL BE FILLED. 

Much interest is being manifested as to 
what the situation will be in case ousters are 
issued against Messrs. Macklin, Rogers, 
Bartholdt and Bollman. Mr. Macklin, in a 
resolution introduced at the meeting Satur- 
day night, said that aspecial election would 
have to be ordered and the board put to an 
expense of $6,000 or $7,000.

HIGH WATER IN THE CUMBERLAND CAUS-

Hundreds of Families Deserting Their 
Houses at Nashville—Serious Interrup- 
tien te Business—An Engigeer’s Predic-

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 3.—The CumbDer- 
land River last night had risen to 47 feet 8 
inches and was still rising. Asthe water ex- 
ton ded further up the depressions 300 fam- 
ilies were compelled to move, and in many 
cases there was great suffering. Back waters 
could yesterday afternoon be seen in every 
direction. Much distress prevails among 
people in Sulphur Spring Bottom. Many cot- 
tages in East Nashville are now uninbabited, 
and nearly all of eleven sawmilis on the 
river are surrounded by water. Communi- 
cation with several places of business has 
been cutoff. First street is inundated, forc- 
ing the discontinuance of cars on the Northeast 
Nashville street railroad.

In 14 States districted by Repub- 
lican Legislatures 126 Republican Con- 
gressmen were elected by 3,386,399 votes 
in 1888, while only 47 Democratic Con- 
gressmen were elected by 3,074,165 votes 
in the same States at the same election. 
The same yearin 14 States districted by 
Democratic Legislatures 95 Democratic 
Congressmen were elected by 1,761,000 
votes and only 18 Republican Congress- 
men were elected by 1,348,000 votes. 

A fair apportionment would have given 
the Democrats 98 instead of 47, and the Re- 
publicans 91 instead of 126 in the 14 States 
first named. A Gir apportionment in the 
other 14 would have given the Democrats 
64 instead of 95 and the Republicans 49 in- 
stead of 18 Congressmen. 

In the twenty-eight States mentioned a 
fair representation of the votes cast would 
have given the Republicans 140 Congress- 
men instead of the 144 they got by beating 
Democrats at the gerrymandering game, 
and the Democrats would have had 146 
instead of 142. The Democrats lost four 
Congressmen by being beaten at the 
game which cheated Northern Demo- 
cratic voters out of thirty-five and South-

ern Republicans out of thirty-one Con- 


gressmen to which their respective num- 

s fairly entitled them. 

he net result of all this cheating on 
both sides is a gain of only 4 votes in 
Congress for the party that did the most 
effective cheating, and the loss of 76 rep- 
resentatives to Southern Republicans and 
Northern Democrats. The fact that the 
loss is nearly balanced between parties 
and sections does not make this gigantic 
disfranchisement any the less an infringe- 
ment of the rights of voters in both par- 
ties, a vandal effort to wreck the symme- 
try and strength of our system of repre- 
sentation. 

Congress certainly should stop this sort 
of thing it it can. But ff a partisan Con- 
gress should undertake to district the 
whole Union as each partisan Legislature 
is now inclined to district its own State, it 
would only make the situation far worse 
and more dangerous than it is now.

SENATOR CULLOM’s bill to lend Govern- 
ment money to farmers at 2 per centisa 
Republican recognition of the fact that 
there is a tremendous political awakening 
going on in the rural districts, Whilg the 
farmer is getting deeper indebt by raising 
unprofitable crops to sell in foreign free 
trade markets, he is forced to borrow 
money at 8 or 10 per cent with which to 
pay the war taxes of twenty-five years 
ago and the double prices which trade re- 
strictions enable protected monopolies to 
impose on everything he hastobuy.

The holding of such an extraor- 
dinary meeting in St. Louis could not 
be concealed, and the very secrecy that 
shrouded its proceedings and objects has 
started rumors and surmises which may 
be as unjust to Treasurer NOLAND as they 
are painful to the public.

There is no feature in the tyranny of monop- 
oly that is notto betoundin Lyon Mountain. 
The men go unpaid for a month or more. 
Then when pay day comes they do not re- 
ceive money, but receipted bills for rent and 
for articles bought at the company store at 
prices from 50 to 100 per cent higher than 
prices charged at the neighboring village 
store for similar goods. Food, coal, furni- 
ture, medical attendance, all the necesearies 
of lite are furnished by the corporation at ex- 
orbitant rates. The best miners see very little 
money; some of the operatives see none at all, 
but are constantiy in debt to the company for 
rentor store bills. Wages are at starvation 
rates. This isan iron mining company, a 
protected industry. The people are taxed for 
its product at the rate of 75 cents a ton, which 
in 1889 was equivalent to an ad valorem rate 
of more than 33 percent. The tax is upheld 
on the pleathat itis for the benefit of the 
American workingman. How much of truth 
there is In this argument may be learned from 
the story of oppression told of the Lyon 
Mountain miners, and yet it is as sound as the 
other arguments in favor ot our unjust tariff 
law. 


Huntington’s Railroad Record. 
From the Omaha World-Herald. 

Every railroad owned by the Southern 
Pacific Co. was built out of the assets of the 
Central Pacific Co., which assets would have 
gone a long way towards paying the debt due 
the Government had they been properly ap- 
plied. The old Central Pacific was denuded 
of its rolling stock to equip its Southern rival, 
to which its traffic was arbitrarily diverted in 
order to produce the appearance of poverty 
in which it now presents itself to 
Congress. In addition to all this the 
four original owners of the road, who 
had nothing In the beginning, and their heirs, 
now boast private fortunes aggregating $200, - 
000,000, all of which comes out of the funds of 
the road and was applicable to the payment 
of its debts. And all these facts are sbun- 
dantly set forth inthe report of the commis- 
sion appointed by President Cleveland and 
published in due course. No such high- 
handed robbery was ever attempted in this or 
any other country, and that it should be con- 
doned by Congress by the passage of such a 
Dill as is now reported isa disgrace to the 
Ameliican people.

UNITED STATES COURTS, 


A Knox County Judgment te Be Paid in Two 
Instaliments. 


George W. Harshman sued the county of 
Knox, Mo., on some repudiated bonds and 
secured a judgment in the United States 
Ciroult Court which now, with charges and 
nine years’ interest added, amounts to over 
$129,000. He applied for and secured a per- 
emptory writ of mandamus on the Knox 
County Court and the judges thereof com- 
pelling them to make a tax levy to secure the 
money with which to pay this judgment. A 
motion to modify this peremptory writ of 
mandamus was made some time ago. 
and to-day Judge Thayer gave an opinion 
on the motion and directed that the 
writ be modified. Two levies will now be 
made, one December 28, 1890, for one half of 
the judgment, the other in May 1891, for the 
remainder of the judgment. a 

This decision is satisfactory to neither 
Harshman or the county and both will try 
to secure a different decision.

The expenditures on the op- 
erating and supplies account would then 
$54,470.15, which w uld leave a profit tothe 
company of $83,074.30 in four 
months.

John O'Day Resigns and Vacates 
His Headquartersin the 
’Frisco Offices. 


The Morrill-O’Day Troubles Settied by the 
Withdrawal From Office of the First 
Vice-President—Gen. Winslow Explains 
the Situation—O’ Day’s Opinion of Mor- 
rill, and Merrill’s Estimate of O’ Day— 
dome Sharp Criticism Indulged In—The 
Suit Brought by the State Causing No 
Apxiety. 


> 


This morning a conference was held at the 
'Frisco offices, at which the fate of John O'Day 
was decided. That gentleman steps down and 
out, his goods and chattels have been removed 
from the Frisco offices, and the places that 
once knew him will know him nomore. Mr. 
Vining will take charge as assistant manager 


to-morrow. 
President 
city this 


Winslow arrived in the 
morning and registered at 
the Southern. Immediately after break- 
fast he went to the office of the General 
Man r of the Frisco, and was cioseted with 
Maj. H. L. Morrill for several hours. A num- 
ber of officials were summoned from 
time to time, but all declined to state 
the object of the conference, or the 
questions that had been asked them. After 
the conference with Maj. Morrill bad been 
closed a representative of the Post-DISPaTCH 
was admitted to an interview with the Presi- 
dent of the road. 

‘*The state of affairs is just this, said Gen. 
Winslow. For a number of months past 
there has been very considerable friction be- 
tween Vice-President O'Day and Gen- 
eral Manager Morrill. They did 
not agree as to the general policy of the road, 
and there was continual clashing. Of course 
such a state of affairs was extremely unfortu- 
nate and ene that could not fail to be detri- 
mental to the interests of the road. 

THE MORRILL-O’DAY QUARREL. 

There cah no more be two heads to a rail- 
road than to an army, and something had to 
be done. I was in Europe when the trouble 
commenced and am probably less inti- 
mately acquainted with the minutig of the 
situation than some others. I came 
back to this country to endeavor to set mat- 
ters right, and that la tue object of my visit 
to this city. On reaching here I found that 
Mr. O'Day bad handed in his resignation of 
his position as Vice-President and Solictor, 
This resignation has been accepted, and Mr. 
O'Day is no an officer of the 
company. He not get along 
with aj. Morrill, resigned, and his 
resignation has been accepted,that is all there 
istoit. I had no hand in deciding the dis- 
putes between the vice-president and general 
manager, the resignation of Mr. O’ Day rend- 
ered this unnecessary.’’ 

What was the cause of the disagreement?’’ 

**Questions of the general policy of the road 
and possibly some personal matters 1 do not 
care to particularize.’’ 

Is the outcome to be regarded as a victory 
for Maj. Morrill?’’ 

„That is as people may consider. There 
were disputes, and Mr. O’ Day of his own free 
will resigned his position In the railroad, as 
any one else connected with it might have 
done. This is a free country and I know of no 
law that willcompel a man to remain in the 
service of a corporation with which he de- 
sires to sever his connection. Mr. O'Day 
wished to leave, and he has left. That is ail 
there is to it.’’ 

HAS A SUCCESSOR 
been elected or appointed?’’ 

Not yet, and I doubt.ghether O' Day's po- 
sition as solicitor will be filled in the imme- 
mediate future. Mr. Kenna will attend to the 
law business of the road. 

Had O’Vay’s alleged activity in politics 
anything to do with the trouble?’’ 

As far asi know nothing at all. 
heard the matter mentioned. 

„Do you anticipate that Mr. O’Day will 
make any attempt to embarrass the Frisco?“ 

‘*I certainly do not. I have no reasou to 
believe, and do not believe that Mr. O’ Day 
has any such desire. Even if he had I do not 
see how he could embarrass the road. 

In relation to the suit brought by the State 
agaiust the road it has been said that Mr. 
O Day was in possession of informatiou that 
was of great value to the road, and which 
could be obtained nowhere else. Is thereany 
truth in this?’’ 

None whatever. The case is avery old 
one, isa matter of record, and every one of 
twenty men that I could name would learn all 
about it in a week or less. Neither Mr. O' Day 
nor any one else has anvezolusive informa- 
tion or knowledge on the subject. As to the 
suit itself, Ido not believe tat the State will 
push it toatrial, and if it does go before the 
courts I have no anxiety as to the result. 

A call was made upon Maj. Morrill, and he 
was asked to state the particulars of his qnar- 
rel with O'Day. Ido not careto enter into 
particulars at present, was the answer, it 
would do no good and might do harm.“ 

MR. JOHN O'DAY 
speaking of the Frisco difficulties eaia that 
the differences between himself and Mr. 
Morrill extended over a period of more than a 
year. These aifferences were known to : resi- 
dent Winslow and some of the alirectors 
over ie year ago and as no 
action was taken to remedy them he ten- 
dered his resignation on May 4. This resig- 
nation, Mr. O'Day said, was not accepted; 
the President instead of sending him an ac- 
ceptance sent a complimentary letter. The 
differences Mr. O’Day explained,jwere man- 
told. First, he objected, to the 
price paid for coal, contending that 
the loss to the company was more than 100,000 
per annum. The coal wus puachased from 
the Kaneas & Texas Coal Co. at a figure which 
he considered exorbitant. He objected to Mr, 
Morrill he said on the ground that he consid- 
ered him inefficient and that he lacked the 
ability and experience to properly manage a 
large road. This he holds is shown by the 
showing made bythe Frisco in its competi- 
tion with the Missouri! Pacific, Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fe and the Rock Island & Pacific 
companies for Kansas grain and live stock 
business. The Frisco received but s per cent 
ot the business. In the last three months of 
1889, according to his fgures, 12,000 
carloads of grain were shipped from Kansas 
east of the western line of Missouri, and out of

that number the Frisco carried but three or 


four hundred while the competing lines 
seoured several thousand each. The 
same proportion he said applies to the 
live stock business. Another  objec- 
tion, he said, was the action 
of the General Manager in a ong the local 
stock agent to reap the profits for feeding and 
bedding the stock in addition to his salary. 
He had investigated thie matter and found 
that the 3 had lost many thousand 


dollars. 
A DIFFE POLICY 

had been pursued the company would have 
made thousands instead of sustaining a loss. 

Concerning his charge that the company 
had lost and was stili losing large sums of 
money because of Manager Morrill’s arr e- 
ments for supplying the system with coal, he 
said he had proved everything he had said 
and that Mr. Vining, who was sent out from 
New York to investigate matters, hag sus- 
tained bim in every detail. Duri Capt. 
Rogers’ administration he said the coal was 
purchased principally at East St. Louis and 
shipped to the coaling stations on the 
road at a reasonable cost.

IT 18 ABDUCTION. 


Preceediags to Be Instituted Against Of- 
ficers of the Law. 


Attorney Thomas B. Harvey says that to- 
morrow morning he will make application to 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes for 
warrants charging Sergeant Ormsby of Omaha 
and Officer Williams of the St. Louls police 
department with a misdemeanor. The specific 
charge which will be preferred against the 
men will be one of removing from the juris- 
diction of the court a petitioner in whose case 
a writ of habeas corpus nas been severed. 

This action will add another to the already 
long list of sensations! developments in the 


case firat brought against the girl Clede Flem- 
ing. The history of this case from its begin- 
ning to the present time bas several times 
been published. It developed into an action 
of some importance when Chief of Police 
Anton Huebler was drawn into a contempt 
proceeding through assisting Sergt. Ormsby 
to take Ciede Fleming from the Four Courts 
holdover to Omaba,even after writs of habeas 
corpus had been served from the Court of 
Criminal Correction upon all parties in any 
way uctively concerned. On last Saturday the 
Chief filed an amended return to the writ in 
open court and then in effect 
BEGGED FOR MERCY 

at the hands ot the presiding official. No 
merey was shown him, and he has in all prob- 
ability by this time been served with an at- 
tachment commanding him to appear in court 
on next Saturday morning and make answer 
why he should not be adjudged in contempt 
in making a false and illegal return. 

It having been rumored that Mr. Harvey, 
who has so ably eonducted the prosecution of 
Huebler, would continue the line of action 
early laid down by him in prosecuting the 
Chief for abduction, the attorney was hunted 
up this morning. He was found in the Crimi- 
nal Court and quickly denied that such an 
action was now contemplated. He said: 

Wen we firststarted out on this case it 
wus with the idea to 

CARRY IT TO THE END. 

I think even now there is a good ground for 
action against Chief Huebler for spiriting 
away the girl, but shall not push the matter 
in his particular case. The fact that the girl 
has by the court been adjudged to have been 
in the Chief’s possession at the time 
his return to the contrary was made and that 
he has been proceeded against for contempt 
in making such a return is, I think, punish- 
ment enough forone man. There are others, 
however, who areequally if not more liable 
than he. They have not been burmlliated in the 
least as yet and it is against them that we will 
take action. Irefer to Sergeant Ormsby and 
Officer Williams. I shall ask for warrante 
against them to-morrow moarning. I had in- 
tended to do so to-day but find that other bus- 
iness will prevent.

Any person having in his custody or under 
his power any person for whose relief a writ 
of habeas corpus shall have been issued, or 
who would be entitied to a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, to inquire into the cause of his detention 
who shall, with intent to avoid the service 
of said writ or to avoid the effect there- 
of, transfer such prisoner to the 
— or place aim under the 
control or power of another, or conceal him, 
or change the place of his confinement, shall 
be deemed guilty ofa misdemeanor and shall 
pay to the party aggrieved $500. 

‘*That,’’ said Mr. Harvey, is the section 
under which we shall proceed in our action 
against Ormsby? It was with intent to avoid 
the effect of the writ that had been served 
upon bim that he removed the girl from the 
boldover.’’ 

But was she in his custody at the time?“ 

„Most certainly she was. While we have al- 
ready proven thatshe was in the custody of 
Chief Huebler, the law establishes a con- 
dition known as joint custody. Both Chief 
Huebler aud Ormesby were technically in 
charge of the petitioner.’’ 

„But how about Willlams—he was never 
we * any writ, and had no control of 
the giri?’’

Mr. Harvey then read Sec. 5408 of the same 
chapter as above. The statutes quoted pro- 
vides as follows:

5047, which does not obtain inthe case at 
iesue) shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor.’’ 

**The punishment for the violation of either 
of these sections,’’ continued the attorney, 
**is stated in Sec. 5409, which says: 

„Every person convicted of a misdemeanor 
under the provisions of this chapter shall be 
punished by fine or imprisonment, or both, 
at the discretion of the couft In which he 
shall be convicted, but such fine shall not ex- 
coved $1,000 nor such imprisonment one year.’’ 

It is against Omsby and Williams,’’ con- 
tinved Mr. Harvey, ‘‘that we shali be specially 
active. The girl Clede Fieming tells me that 
both of these men were very abusive in their 
conduct toward her. We will have a sure case 
against Williams, as he by his own testimony 
is guilty of the offense we shall charge. When

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THE VAIL HEARING. 


| NEARLY A DAY WASTED IN SELECTING A 


COURT-ROOM 


The Presiding Justice at St. Charles De- 
clines to Incur Any Expense Which May 
Possibly Not Be Warranted by Law—A 
Peculiar Delay Which Excites Comment. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-DIsPaTCH. 

St. CHARLES, Mo., March 8.—The Circuit 
Céurt met to-day and occupied the room in 
which the Vail hearing has been conducted. 
The justices had no place to sit and spent the 
morning looking for a ball ora large room in 
which they could contmus the hearing of the 
celebrated case. They applied to Louis 
Ringe, the Mayor, for permission to use the 
Town Hall, but he refused to grant it, and 
the only other place available was the opera- 
house, Dut the Justice said he would not pay 
the rent, and no one else volunteered to pay 
it. The result was that the attorneys, wit- 
nesses and spectators stood around the steps 
of the Court-house, and wondered when and 
wherethe hearing would be recommenced. 
The morning passed away in this manner, and 
yet there was something which occurred 
which was interesting and suggestive, 

Judge Edwards opened the regular term of 
the Circuit Court and 

CALLED THE GRAND-JURY. 

It was composed of Walter B. Fridley and 
Louis Groenemann of Femme, Osage Town- 
ship; Frank H. Schwede, Jr., of Calloway; 
Alexander Westiow and R. H. Pitman of Dar- 
denne; George W. Riemeyer and Casamir 
Sachs of Cuivre; Alvis Iffrig, Julius Stephens, 
T. J. Robbins, Jerome White and J. P. Hohen 
of St. Charles. 

Only twelve were summoned and only 
twelve appeared. Those from Cufvre Town- 
ship are from the neighborhood of Old Mon- 
roe. Whether those or others knew any of 
the parties in the Vall case, or had any inter- 
est or feeling in the case, Vall’s attorney, Mr. 
McDonald, did not know. When the Grand- 
jury was called Mr. McDonald took his seat in 
the court-room and waited. 

Presently Judge Edwards asked Prosecuting 
Attorney Mudd to suggest a foreman, and he 
named P. J. Hohen. Judge Edwards told Mr. 
Hohen to rise and be sworn, and Mr. McDonald 
rose instead and said: ‘‘One moment, your 
honor, I would like to ask the prosecution 
whether the case of Vail isto be brought be- 
fore this Grand-jury—as he has,in that event a 
right to challenge just as he has the right 
to challenge a petit jury, and the courts 
everywhere have held that the largest oppor- 
tunities should be offered to the defendant to 
avail himself ot that right. I therefore wish 
to know of Mr. Mudd whether the case is to 
be taken up before this Grand-jury in order 
that this defendant may exercise this right it 
he chooses to,’’ 

MR. MUDD SAID: 

It Brother McDonald expects me to tell 
him what my course in the Vail case will be, 
he is mistaken. I cannot tell whether the 
Vail case will be taken up or not. There isa 
hearing pending and other questions not de- 
cided, and I cannot say what will de done in 
the matter.’’ 

Mr. MeDonald urgued the statute and 
urged the question finally making a motion 
that the swearing of the Grand-jury be post- 
poned twenty-four hours, in order to enable 
the defendant to exercise his right if he 
wished to. 

Judge Edwards overruled the motion, and 
swore and charged the Grand-jury. Then 
Court adjourned until the afternoon. 

It was noon then, and still no provision had 
been made for continuing the Vall hearing. 

SHORTLY BEFORE 2 O'CLOCK 
the attorneysand witnesses returned to the 
Court- house, and found that no provision had 
yet been made for the nearing. all was still 
in jail and in the custody of the county 
but though entitled to a ge A hearing, the 
county of St. Charles and the city of St. 
Charles were unable to provide a room for his 
examination. Justice ro said it would cost 
a day to rent the opera-house and there 
was money 
from Charles 
Publishing Co. offered alarge room free of 
rent but it was unfurnished and could not be 
used. Judge Edwards said he would be 
through with the court room shortly and the 
Justices could have that, so they sat down to 
wait for Judge Edward’s to finish his business 
while Mr. McDonald protested and repeated 
his protest against what be denounced as an 
unwarrantable disregard of the defend- 
ant’s plainest rights. Mr. McDonald 
said that the paper which Vail 
tore, chewed upand threw about the court- 
room on Saturday was nota letter ora paper 
in the case, but a telegram which Vail him- 
self had written, then coneluded not to send. 

Mr. McDonald heard why Justice Thro did 
not accept the Opera-house, and went to bim 
and offered to pay the rent if he would take 
the hall. Three insurance agents who have 
been here from two to four days each doing 
nothing offered to pay for the hall, but Justice 
Thro then would not uccept the offer. The de- 
lay is the suject of criticism. Vail is locked 
up, and the sentiment is that whether he be 
guilty or innocent he has cause, and just 
cause, to oompiain of the delsys in 
his hearing. At 2:20 o’clock Judge 
Edwards announced that he had done with 
the docket for the day and the court-room 
might be used for the afternoon by the Jus- 
tices. It was after 2:30 when Vail was brought 
in, but there was another delay before the 
witnesses were called, and the examination 
was not begun before 3 o' clock.

How the Texas Railroads Have Discrim- 
inated Against Farmers and Millers for 
Texas Flour Mills—-Statement of the Case 
by Missouri siillers—An Appeal to the 
Law. 


HE subject of dis- 
crimination by the 
Texas roads in favor 
of Texas flour mill- 
ers and in oppos!i- 
tion to every other 
interest involved, is 
daily exciting more 
attention and more 
indignation. The 
frank policy of the 
Texas roads in as- 
sorting in the meet- 
ing of the Southern 
Interstate Associa- 
tion that the inter- 
ests of the Texas 
millers would be 
considered before 
those of any other 
branch of industry 
has excited widespread hostility and steps 
will be taken to contest in the courts the plan 
of campaign laid out. Briefly stated, the 
situation is this; Many years ago there was an 
exceptionally large wheat crop in Texas, and 
an exceptionally small one in Missouri and 
Kansas. 
THE TEXAS FARMERS 
sent thelr wheat to the Kansas and Missouri 
mills and received a high price for it. This 
led many to believe that the establishment of 
flour mills in Texas would be a Inucrative en- 
terprise, anda number were built. The ex- 
perience of subsequent years was the same as 
that of previous seasons, the districts in 
which the mills were did not produce one crop 
In four years, andthe mills, without railroad 
intervention in their behalf, would have 
been idle. Some of the influential stock- 
holders in the Texas lines are, 
itis alleged, heavily interested in Texas flour 
milis, and succeeded in establishing freight 
rates which enabled the mills to continne 
operations ata profit, at the expense of the 
farmers of the States of Missouri, Kansas, and 
Texas, and the millers ofthetwo States first 
mentioned. The manner in which this was 
done was to place a higher tariff on flour than 
on wheat, ‘hus the wheat from the wheat 
producing districts was carried to the mills 
ata low figure, whilethe flour from Missouri 
and Kansas points was carried tothe con- 
sumer at a very high figure. 
Against this injustice the St. Louis 
millers have long protested, and re- 
cently argued their case before the 
Southern Interstate Association. Alex. II. 
Smith, on behalf of the Kansas and Missouri 
millers, addressed a letter to the Southern 
Interstate Association asking for justice. 
THE FOLLOWING STATEMENT 
of the case was made: 

Moe hope to convince you that by granting 
our demands you are simply just to us, with- 
out detrimentto the interest you represent. 
We speak not only for the St. Louis mills, but 
also for the many mills on your roads in Ale: 
soeri and Kansas. These mills are your pa 
rons the year through; they must —— 
draw their wheat supplies from near 
or far by cars, and their prod- 
uct must also pay you tribute. Most 
of the St. Louis mills, and many of those out- 
side, were in operation, and pushing their 
products to the Southwest as fast as a new 
mile of your roads was ready for business. 
They ask of you only the equal terms, on 
which alone a continuance of this energetic 
policy is possible. Increased railroad mileage 
has, naturally, attracted farming and de 
pendent population to the fertile States of 
Missouri ap

ECRETARY BREW- 
STER of the Wash- 
ing Park Association 
at Chicago has been 
injthis city during the 
pasttwo weeks,says 
the New York Times. 
The object of his 
visit was to try and 
interest Eastern rac- 
ing people in the or- 
ganization ofa 
National Jockey 
Club, to have abso- 
lute control of the 
racing laws of all 
tracks in this coun- 
try. Such a govern- 
ing power is abso- 

: lutely needed, and 
without it the interests of racing will certainly 
suffer, and the sport fall into the disrepute 
which bas for years clung to the trot- 
ting turf. A parent body with absolute 
powers and a fearless one like the En- 
lian Jockey Club is what America sadly 
needs. Two sets of rules are now in force—one 
under which the clubs of the Turf Congress 
race and the obsolete lot of rules which pre- 
vailin the East. The trouble hereabout seems 


te 


to be the bitter jealousy existing between the 


clubs and the antagunistic feeling, which Is 
but Hi concealed. Anything like uniformity 
of action seems impossible, because of this 
bitterness, and inthe meantime racing suffers. 
But it does seem as if in spite of the business 
rivalry existing, the men who are atthe helm 
in the different clubs might get together and 
formulate a set of rules under which all could 
work. As it ts, each club works very much 
for and by itself on the rules of the American 
Jockey Club backed up by the knowledge of 
racing law which Mr. D. D. Withers seems 
alone to possess in a satisfactory degree. 

Mr. Witbers, it is understood, has formu- 
lated anew set of racing rules based on the 
English racing law, supplemented by sucb in- 
movations as a careful study of American rac- 
ing for many years have taught him to be 
mecessary in this country. It Is even said 
among racing men that when the new Mon- 
mouth Park track is opened, Mr. Withers will 
ask owners to give his new code a practical 
trial. Perhaps this would be the very best 
way out ot the present wholly unsatisfactory 
condition of affairs, which is especially an- 
noying to owners who race both in the East 
and West, and who are at times unable to say 
under what rules, ifany, they are racing. Mr. 
Withers’ rules would certainly be welcome if 
they tend to secure uniformity in these mat- 
ters throughout the country, and it is pretty 
certain that the Western clubs in their 


anxiety to secure atruly American code, will 
come more than half way in an effort to adopt 


them. 

If Mr. Withers does give to the racing world 
the benefit of his experience and thought in 
the creation of a set of rules it is to be hoped 
that be will not forget to make one to fit cases 
in which he is one of the chief offenders. There 
should be a rule making it compulsory on 
Owners and breeders to name their colts and 
fillies when they are nominated for stakes. 
be a hardship on no one. It 
would, on the other hand, be a blessing to 
racegoers generally and to turf writers, 
secretaries of racing associations and com 

llers of statistics and stud books in particu- 
ar. There is every reason why such a rule 
shouid be in force and none whatever why it 
should not be. Jockey clubs generally 
have recognized this fact, but the American 
Jockey Club or other suggesters of rules 
never dared propose such a rule because they 
were afraid Mr. Withers wouldn't like it and 
wouldn’tagree to it. Their fear of him in 
this matter seems very childish. Mr. Withers, 
in spite of his peculiarities and crotchets, isa 
pretty sensible man as a whole, as business 
men and racing men agree. If sucha rule 
had been adopted, he would without doubt 
willingly have fallen in with it, and would 
have shaken off a sluggishness about finding 
names for his racers, just as he does occasion- 
ey after one of them wins a race. Mr. 
Withers, it is true, doesn’t acknowledge that 
he owes much of anything to the public, but 
he does owe to them the assistance in remem- 
bering horses and their performances that 
the rule suggested would give them. He 
would probably acknowledge this himself 
some racing magnate would suggest it to him, 
making the suggestion in the form of a racing

IN THE INTEREST OF SCIENCE. 


A Prominent Philadelphia Surgeon Accused 
of Cruelty to Animals. 


By Telegraph to the POsST-DISPATCKE.

Shimmel of No. 1253 South Seventeenth street, 
a member ofthe Faculty of the Medico-Chi- 
rurgical College, will be given a hearing on a 


charge of cruelty to animals before Magistrate 
Eisenbrown to-morrow. The charge was made 
at the instance of the anti-Vivisection Society 
of this city, of which Mrs. Richard P. White, 
wife of the eminent lawyer, is President. Dr. 
Shimmel, in a recent demonstration before a 
clasas at the Medico-Chirurgical Hospital. 
used a dog for the purpose of his experiments. 
The case is the first of its kind in the country, 
and it is brought to decide whether or not ex- 
periments made upon the low order of ani- 
mals for the benefit of mankind are to be con- 
sidered acts of cruelty to animals. 

‘*The experiment for which I was arrested“ 
said Dr. Shimmel, ‘‘was performed with the 
full consent of the faculty of the Medico- 
Chirurgical Hospital in their presence and in 
the presence of the students. The purpose 
of the operation was to show a new method 
of intestinal resection—the advantages of new 
points just discovered. By the old method 
two hours or more were required to perform 
the operation, but I performed it successfully 
in the new way intwenty minutes. To show 
the absence of pain I followed a thorough 
antiseptic technique. The dog was not killed, 
as the warrant alleges, for it was running 
about again soon after the operation.

demonstrations for the game reasons are they 
being cruelly treated? 1 performed an 
operation of the same nature upon a woman. 
She declared thatshe suffered no pain what- 
ever and went out walking two weeks after- 
wards. My operation on the dog was entirely 
vrofessional, not wanton in the least, not 
cruel in its effects, and it was done to quicken 
relief for human suffering.’’

gave no further evidence of derangement,and 
her husband supposed that the insanity was a 
temporary fit and thought no more about it. 
Thursday last he went home from work. His 
wife andtheir youngest child, aged 2 years, 
were missing. He searched the 
premises, but could not find the missing 
woman orchild. He then alarmed the neigh- 
bors, and an organized search was made for 
Mrs. Wolf. It was keptup through the day 
and ail night Thursday night, but no trace of 
the unfortunate woman could be found. Late 
Friday forenoon a person not belonging to the 
searching party was passing through a lonely 
part ofthe woods, five miles from Mongaup 
village, and discovered a woman sitting ona 
big rock in the middle of the Mongaup Creek. 
The water was quite deep between 
the shore and the rock. The discoverer 
of the woman recognized her as Mrs. 
Wolf, and being unable to get an answer from 
her in response to his calis to her, he waded 
out to the rock and carried her ashore. She 
was thinly clad, andas she was covered with 
ice from her feet to her armpits it was plain 
that she must have waded te the rock, prob- 
ably the day or night before. She was taken 
by her rescuer to the nearest house and word 
sent to her home and her husband summoned.

HOW THE VALLEY FALLS BANK ROBBER 
MET HIS DEATH. 


Tragic Sequel tothe Bold Game Played by 
the Thief Last Saturday Evening-—The 
Pursuit and Shooting at Meridian, Kan. 
—Other Parties Suspected of Being Im- 
plicated. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 3.—The tragic 
sequel to the robbery of the Valley Falls 
(Kan.) Bank last Saturday evening wakes 
fuller details of the affair than was tele- 
graphed Sunday morning of great interest. 
The robbery occurred.in this way: Saturday 
afternoon, justas John Cobn, cashier of the 
Valley Falls Bank in Jefferson County, was 
closing Up, a stranger entered and said he 
would like to speak to the cashier when 
that gentioman was at leisure. The 
cashier thought him a patron of the bank 
from his uncouth appearance and picking up 
the money at the teller’s window started with 
it forthe vault. There was about $5,000 in the 
piles Justasthecasbier passed the stranger 
that gentiemen levejed. a revolver at Cohn’s 
head and very coolly told him to throw up his 
hands. There was not another man in the 
bank. 

COHN DROPPED THE MONEY, 
retreated and the stranger stepped forward 
and picked itup. He backed out of the door, 
jumped on a horse he had waiting and disap- 
peared on a gallop up the road. He was not 
many feet away before Cohn ran out, cried at 
the topof bis voice and ina few seconds the 
town was in an uproar and a squad of 
mounted men were hot on the trail of the 
robber. He had the start and darkness. The 


Sheriff and posse hunted all night, but found 
no trace of the thief. 

One section of the posse went to Meridian, 
about tweive miles from Valley Falls, where 
they decided to rest for the night and proceed 
againin the morning. They let their busi- 
ness be known and on hearing a description 
ofthe robber the telegraph operator said he 
knew where the man could be found. He 
said a stranger approached him the 
night before, and after introducing 
himself by saying, lm a siicker,’’ 
asked when the next train left and where he 
would finda hotel. The operator showed him 
to the Meridian Hotel. With the City Marshal 
and a few others the posse went to the hotel, 
and said they wanted to see the man who was 
to take the morning train and described him. 
The landlord called him down and as he en- 
tered the waiting-room he found 

TWO DOUBLE BARRELED SHOTGUNS 
staring him in the face, He was told to throw 
up his hands, but instead of doing so he put 
his handsin bis pockets and drew two shining. 
revolvers. Henever raised them higher than 
his waist. As the weapons made their ap- 
pearance the City Marshal and his deputy fired 
two loads of buckshot into him, tearing his 
forehead and body to pieces He died 
instantly, and in less than an hour 
an inquest was held, which resulted in a ver- 
dict of justifiable homicide. When searched 
only $2,500 in bills was found on the thief. 
What he did with the other $2,500, as $5,000 is 
said to be stolen, no one knows. itis thought 
he divided the spoils with acomrade who 
was in waiting somewhere near the scene of 
the robbery. No one has been able to iden. 
tify the dead man, and there was nothing on 
his person calculated to furnish a clew as to 
his name or residence. 

THE DAD ROBBER. 

He was5 feet ili nches in height, weighing 
about 160 pounds, light complexion, light 
hair and small mustache. The body will be 
held at Meridian until Tuesday, andif not 
identified ¢ claimed by his friends, willbe 
buried by the county. It is the general be- 
lief ofthe authorities that there were others 
implicated inthe robbery. A party named 
D. Smithis suspected, and an officer has 
been dispatched to Burlington, Kan., to 
arrest him if found.
